Sir Alan Cobham, “Empire girdler,” completed 
his most elaborate air venture recently when he 
returned to England after flying to Australia and 
return, a distance of 28,000 miles. This great achieve- 
ment, for which Cobham was knighted by His Ma- 
jesty King George, not only establishes Cobham as 
one of the greatest airmen of the day, but shows the 
preat possibilities of Mmpire air routes. Cobham 
regards his flight not as a “stunt” but as an effort 
to discover the best methods of running air routes 
and at the same time to demonstrate the practic- 
ubility of flying. 

No aeroplane voyage since the late Captain Sir 
John Alcock and Lieut. Brown, of the Royal Air 
Force, flew across the Atlantic in 1919, has aroused 
public interest equal to that of Cobham’s. The route 
of his flight to Australia and back carried him over 
France, Italy, Greece, Egypt, India and a portion of 
the Indian Ocean. Cobham’s British-made engine 
made the remarkable journey without ever giving 
trouble, It is the same engine with which he went 
from London to Cape Town and back. His machine 
has withstood the freezing cold of northern latitudes,

Eng- 
land did not allow her joy at Cobham’s return to 
obliterate the memory of Elliott, the mechanic, who 
accompanied him on the outward tlight and who was 
killed by a mysterious bullet while the plane was fly- 
ing over the Arabian desert. Touching tribute to the 
unfortunate mechanic was made by Cobham during 
the official welcome. : 

Cobham’s actual flying time to Australia and back 
was 13 days 8 hours, but over three months were 
required in making the trip.

PRESIDENT OF U.F.A. 
BACK FROM ORIENT, 
TALKS WHEAT TRADE 


Field, B.C., Nov. 13.—Looking in ex- 
cellent fettle, after his four months 
travel fn the far east and Australia, 
the “uncrowned 
king” of Alberta, comes back to this 
province the same genial and kindly 
leader of western agrarians, plus 
something, which at first. glance 
pears to be an unknown quantity, If 
one could erystalize this, the first 
direct thought is that Mr. Wood has 
now in hig possession a fund' of in- 
formation 


which will be extremely 


valuable in the direction of the farm- 
ers’ cooperative movement. 
Above everything else, this was 


the cardinal note struck after greet: 
| ing a representative of the Edmonton 
Journal at Field, B.C. on Saturday 
morning, on the last lap of his long 
| Journey into unexplored regions. 

“My first word to Alberta farmers 
is that I am more convinced than 
, ever that Alberta is the most wonder- 
ful country in the world, Oh, yes, 
| there ‘were five, or were there fifty 
and five, warring lords in China,” he 
said. “That made travel somewhat 
difficult. Luckily, I escaped being 
held as a hostage, but after all the 
fireworks have died down, China will 
‘come back’ all right. But my, [ am 
glad enough to be back in dear old 
Alberta,” sald the agrarian chief in 
casting a glance through the carriage 
window, as the train was thundering 
its way towards Calgary. 

“Dam mighty glad to be back once 


more, There's nothing in the world 
like home,” he said. And he meant 
it. 


“Our trip to Japan, as you probably 
know, was in the nature of a cour 
tesy visit to our wheat pool custom. 
ers,” said Mr. Wood, “and from that 
standpoint, it was very satisfactory 
indeed, We met with a hearty re- 
coption from. representatives of the 
companies with whom we have been 
doing business and were received with 
every possible courtesy and consider- 
ation from the time we landed at 
Yokohama until we took our depart:
